and consumers' in the United States. 


The Montana senator is one of 


the most picturesque and intrepid 
progressives who will serve in the 
new congress. He has given his al- 
legiance to a small group of "fight- 


I ing" 
progressives, 
including La 


' Foliette, Shipsteaii, Brookhart, Fra- 
zier and Morris, who expect to car- 
ry fonferd the progressive banner 
at the next session, without regard 
to partv lines. Senator Wheeler was 
interviewed 
here 
today 
by 
the 


Washington correspondent of The 
Capital Times. 


"I went to Europe in March im- 


pressed with the possibilities of the 
cooperative movement for Ameri- i 
ca," Senator Wheeler said at Wash- 
ington today. 
"I return after a 


three months' study abroad, fully 
convinced that American producers 
and consumers who have attempted 


, cooperation on the right track and 
' cannot fail if they will heed the 
lessons 
which 
experience 
has 


taught in the cooperative countries 
of Europe. 
"The cooperative idea has prob- 


ably been carried farther in Den- | 
mark than in any other country in 
the world. It is true that Denmark 
enjoys certain advantages because 
of its homogeneous population and 
its concentration on certain staple 
products. Denmark, like Wisconsin, 
produces -repeat quantities of but- 
ter, cheese and egprs. 
"At the same time, I believe the 


Danes have overcome tremendous 
obstacles which do not confront the 
cooperatives in this country. 


"In the first place, Denmark or- 


ganized all her producers of farm 
products on a 
cooperative 
basis. 


Since the country exports most of 
her products, it was necessary to 
organize her export trade into a 
cooperative system. Then the im- 
port trade was organized coopera- 
tively. Finally, consumers coopera- 
tives have beer, organized, until the 
cooperative 
system 
has become 


economic factor in Denmark. 


"I found no trusts in Denmark as 


•we •know them. The cooperatives 
dominate the country, but there _is 
no- exploitation of the people. Pric- 
es have been stabilized^ .. and the 
producer is receivin-g a fair return 
for his labor but the milling com- 
panies, 
elevators, 
and 
packing 


houses which thrive in this coun- 
try as middlemen are not known in 
Denmark. 
"Take the packing industry, for 
instancerEvery slaughter house in 
Denmark is a cooperative. 
The 


farmers belong to these organiza- 
tions and through them slaughter 
their own pigs and cattle. 
These 


Danish cooperatives have competed 
successfully with the "Big Five" 
packing trust of this country and 
are given the 
preference 
in the 
great .market in, Great Britain. Ar- 
mour and Swift have Buffered great 
losses in foreign trade 
wherever 


they have had to compete against 
the cooperative, packing houses of 
Denmark, Sweden and other Era-o- 
pean countries. 
"In Copentagen I found a cooper- 


ative bank, housed in one of the 
finest banking structures in Europe. 
This bank loans money to the coop- 
eratives, but the latter are not lim- 
ited to one institution fo rth'^ir 
credit. I was told1 that in the first 
stages of the cooperative move- 
ment, the big interests of Denmark 
opposed the new system, just 
as 


they have in this country, and re- 
sorted to discrimination in the ex- 
tension of credit to stamp it out. 
Today, the banking houses of Den- 
mark' concede that cooperation has 
made the country prosperous and 
they are. competing for the banking 
business of the cooperatives. 


Senator Wheeler was asked if he 


found the cooperative movement re- 
flected ir. better conditions for the 
.mass of the people. 


"I found no scch extremes of 


wealth and! poverty as we have in 
this country," Senator W'heeler re- 
plied. "Of course, the great estates 
amassad in former years remain, 
but at an increasing rate the coop- 
erative 
system 
is disseminating 


prosperity more generaBv among 
the mass of the people and the ex- 
ploitation ir. the necessaries of life 
from which big fortunes are built 
is being eliminated. 
"The farmers and wage earners 


of Denmark have learned a big les- 
son from the successful use 
of 
their economic power. 
They are 


earning to 
apply 
their 
political 


power. 
I was told that the next 


election in Denmark will either put 
a Farmer-Labor party in control of 
the government or will make it the 
opposition. The masses enrolled in 
the cooperatives will be the back- 
bone of this movement." 
The senator declared that in Rus- 


sia the cooperatives are powerfu. 
and that the soviet government has 
restored the machinery of the move- 
ment to those who have built it up 
from the beginning. 
This move- 


ment is going forward independent 
o£ the communist"party and is one

GRINDSTONES 


Deep down in the earth in many 


parts of Europe—in the beds of 
rivers and -far beneath the floors 
.of caves—are 
found 
very 
crude 
stone tools and weapons, made at 
the beginning of the Stone Age. 


Le?s deep are better stone im- 
pltir.tr.ts, rrate by men of ^\ V-T 
times. 
N-;ar the surface of the 


ground—usr-aily only a few feet 
down—are Ihe best products of the 
.whole Stone Age. Some of them 
are chipped very carefully, others 
are smooth like the ax shown to- 
day. The time when men made clay 
dishes and smooth stone tools is 
called the Late Stone Age. 
Smooth? 


'• . There were then no big round 


grindstones such as we use nowa- 
. days. How could tools be ground 


Nature had made a grindstone 


for man—the sandstone. 


Many sandstones were found by 


the flint-makers of the Late Stone 
Age, and they 
still hear 
marks 


where flints were ground and pol- 
ished. 
Arrow-heads and 
spear 
heads 


•were'not ground, 
because 
there 


•was no good reason to make them 
.smo.oth. 
Axes, on the other hand, were 


such axes which have come down 
to us from the Late Stone Age.

Sometimes a. flat 
piece of sandstone was tut out of 
the xcck and taken to the cave or 
hut where it was more handy for 
the flint makers.
